Moreover, I now publicly notify, under this my hand and seal, that it is 
my intention to hold at Delhi, on the 1st day of January 1877, an Imperial 
Assemblage, for the purpose of proclaiming to the Queen’s subjects throughout 
India the gracious sentiments which have induced Wer Majesty to make to 
Her Sovereign Style and ‘Vitles an addition specially intended to mark Mer 
Plajes:y’s interest in this great Dependeucy of Hex Crown, and Her Royal 
confidence in the loyalty and affection of the Princes and Peoples of India. 

To this Assemblage I propose to invite the Governors, Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors, and Heads of ‘Administrations, from all parts of the Queen’s Indian 
Dominions, as well as those Princes, Chiefs, and Nobles in whose persons the 
antiquity of the past is associated with the prosperity of the present, and who 
so worthily contribute to the splendour and stability of this great Empire. 

I shall forthwith issue such orders in Council as may be suitable to the 
historial importance of the occasion, and in conformity with the desire which 
will be felt by all ®er Majesty’s subjects in India to manifest the affection they 
cherish for their august Sobereign by public rejoicings and appropriate 
demonstrations of loyalty.
